LONDON, April 19.—The 
Polish navy, one of the last 
remnants of a country parti­ 
tioned by Germany and So­ 
viet Russia, has taken par­ 
tial 
revenge 
against

Reich, the British admiralty 
disclosed today. 
An official announcement 
revealed that the Polish sub­ 
marine Orzel, which at the 
outbreak of war bolted from 
an Estonian port to join the 
British fleet, was respon­ 
sible for sinking the German 
troop transport Rio De Jan­ 
eiro in Norwegian waters 
with a probable loss of 150 
lives. 
The latest chapter in the Saga of 
the Orzel, pride of the Polish un­ 
der-water fleet, was revealed in a 
communique reviewing British naval 
successes since the Nazi invasion of 
Scandinavia. 
One of the most modem subma­ 
rines afloat, the 1,473-ton Orzel put 
in at Tallinn, Estonia, in mid-Sep­ 
tember last, her commander strick­ 
en with typhoid fever, she could not 
return to her home port of Gdynia 
nor to Danzig as both were already 
in German hands. 
When the Polish submersible a t­ 
tempted to leave Tallinn, she was 
prevented from so doing by the Es­ 
tonians under the provision of in­ 
ternational law because a German 
freighter had cleared from that port 
within the preceding 24 hours.

(International News Service) 
RAWLINS, Wyo., April 19—The 
lethal gas chamber at the Wyom­ 
ing penitentiary claimed its second 
victim as Stanley S. Lantzer, 38- 
year old wife slayer, walked calmly 
to his death early today . 
The former Brush, Colo, hayfield 
worker had a wan smile on his lips 
as a guard blindfolded him. M utter­ 
ing prayers, the condemned man 
then accompanied Warden Alonzo 
Roach down the 15 foot corridor 
to the steel death chamber, walking 
with firm stride. 
Before 
the door 
of the 
death 
chamber swung shut, Lantzer call­ 
ed the Rev. William Young of Brush 
who had been at his side all after­ 
noon and night. 
“Kiss me brother,” asked Lantzer. 
The minister kissed him and left 
the chamber. 
One minute after he had been 
strapped in the seat in the lethal 
gas chamber, 32 pellets of sodium 
cyanide were dropped into a bucket 
of sulphuric acid below the metal 
chair. Two minutes and 10 seconds 
after the deadly gas began generat­ 
ing, Dr. 4C. W. Jeffrey, prison phy­ 
sician formally pronunced him dead. 
Lantzer was condemned for the 
slaying of his estranged wife Cecil 
32, at a Cheyenne tourist camp on 
August 29, 1938. The gas chamber 
replaced hanging as a method of 
execution here in 1935.

(Editor’s note: A British radio 
broadcast this morning picked up 
by the Columbia broadcasting sys­ 
tem said the Germans were prepar­ 
ing for an allied attack on Trond­ 
heim.

HE selection of Governor Stassen of Minnesota to make the 
“ keynote” speech at the coming Republican National Con­ 
vention is interesting from several aspects. 
He is not only the 
youngest man ever chosen for this distinction, but at 33 he is too 
young to serve as President, according to the Constitution re­ 


quirement which fixes 35 years as the minimum. 
The late Senator Steiwer of Oregon was 53 when he of­ 
ficiated as temporary chairman and “ keynoter“ at the Republi­ 
can convention in 1936. 
This position is generally reserved for 
veterans in the party’s service, with the result that their speeches 
have sometimes been more remat kable for length than depth 


or inspiration to the assembled delegates. 
Strategic reasons always prevail in the choice of a con- 


\ ntion “keynoter,” and Governor Stassen hails from a State 
which will be one of the most critical battlegrounds. 
In 1936 
the Democrats carried Minnesota by 348,000, and in 1932 by 
237,000. 
The farmer vote is the decisive factor in the Gopher 
State, and it was never cultivated more assiduously than by the 


Democrats this year. 
Mr. Stassen was elected Governor of Minnesota, two years 
ago, by one of the largest pluralities in its history. 
Not surpris­ 
ingly, he has come to be regarded as a leader in the youth m ove­ 
ment in the Republican Party, designed to give the younger 
members a larger voice in its affairs. 
It will be interesting to 
see to what extent his progressive opinions sound the keynote 


tor the Republican campaign. 


t BIG FIRM’S TAX BURDEN 
A study of the recent annual report of the United States Steel 
Jorpc.j.t cn strikingly reveals the heavy tax burden which is placed on 
KTfce industries by local, state and Federal governments. 
For example, the total tax bill for the year amounted to $67,000,- 
00 as compared with $48,800,000 for the preceding year, and is equiv­ 
alent to $299.39 per employe, or $7.70 per each share of common stock. 
Put another way—the corporation had a profit of $108,000,000 after 
11 charges except taxes. 
The tax collectors’ share of this profit was 
87.000,000. or 62 per cent. 
For 1937, the corporation had a profit of $1M,900,000 before taxes, 
if which the tax collectors’ share amounted to $88,000,000, or 48 per cent. 
For 1938, a year in which the corporation had a net 106s after all 
barges, its profit before taxes amounted to $41,100,000. The tax collec- 
ors took $48.800,000, or 118.7 per cent of such profit. 
This disparity between the per cent of profit taken by the tax col­ 
ectors as compared with the years 1939 and 1938 is due to the pay roll or 
Social Security taxes, state and Federal, which must be paid whether 
r not there is a profit out of which to pay them. 
Eliminating the year 1938 for purposes of comparison, the total 
ax bill, expressed as a percentage of net profit before taking out the 
ax collectors’ share, Increased 14 per cent from 1937.

DIARY MOTHER’S GUIDE 
Some months ago I quoted in 
this column from the diary of a 
mother who happened also to be a 
newspaper woman. Her diary was 
an honest effort to record her prob­ 
lems, failures and successes as a 
parent. As I did then, so would I 
now urge other mothers, to keep 
diaries and I should like to hear 
from more who do. 
Many teachers from college presi­ 
dents to teachers in the nursery 
school read this column and write 
me about the children and youths 
with whom they deal. Some of these 
corespondents make very keen ob­ 
servations 
and present 
helpful 
ideas. 
Several years ago, one of my read­ 
ers who teaches in a downtown area 
of Minneapolis, wrote to remind me 
that many school children come 
from homes and have parents of a 
different sort from the ones about 
which I generally write. Her ac­ 
count of some of the home problems 
of several of her pupils was so vivid 
and evinced an insight so penetrat­ 
ing that I write her that she should 
keep a diary recording her obser­ 
vations, experiences and feelings in 
relation to these children. 
She Did So 
She took me seriously. A year lat­ 
er she wrote: “Last fall you sug­ 
gested that I keep a kind of diary 
and in it write all sorts of observa­ 
tions and experiences. You also sug- 
guested that I send it to you after 
a year. I did keep a record all last 
year and I shall be happy to send 
it if you wish. 
“I am so glad I followed your sug­ 
gestion. It has helped me more than 
I can tell you. It has helped me 
clarify 
the 
problems 
I was 
up 
against.... 
“It seems to me that I took a long 
stride forward last year in under­ 
standing 
adolescents, 
their prob­ 
lems and myself. I believe I never 
enjoyed a year quite so much nor 
did I ever get so much out of my 
efforts. I really believe I forgot my­ 
self 
to a greater degree than 
I 
ever had in attempting to teach my 
youngsters the better way of living 
and doing. And in back of it all was 
the 
notebook into which I 
knew 
would go all my experiences.” 
She sent me a copy of this diary 
and I have read and re-read all of 
it with great interest and profit. I 
wish you might read it, too. You 
would marv.el with me at this teach­ 
ers understandings of the children 
she writes about. 
Different This Year 
Recently she wrote again: “My 
diary of this year is much different 
from that of last. I feel like a snake 
that has shed his old dry skin and 
is ready for a newer, better one. 
Those notes of last year became 
stepping stones, I hope, to a wiati 
vision for me. Never again will I 
have to work out these problems of 
the children in such a hard way be­ 
cause your way helped me to get a 
more intelligent understanding of 
things and I am able to face my 
days and do my work in a better 
way....... 
I received a long letter the othei 
day from a mother out in British 
Columbia who had written me two 
years before, and she also told how 
her diary helped her to understand 
her children.

Passover Services Will Be Ob- 
served— Seder Service On 
Monday Evening 


Memories of freedom after years 
Of slavery in Egypt will bring hope 
to Jews throughout the world as 
they recite the Seder service which 
will usher in the holiday of Passover 
on the evening of April 22. Passover 
which commemorates safe passage 
of the Jews over the Red sea and 
their entrance into the promised 
land. Is the oldest holiday in the 
Jewish calendar. 
Historically a seven-day festival, 
Passover is observed for eight days 
by orthodox and conservative Jews 
f nd seven days by reform Jews. 
Svnagog services are held the first 
and seventh days of Passover by 
reform and also on the second and 
eighth days by orthodoxy. 
The eating of unleavened bread, 
or Matsos. is connected with the 
festival. This is a symbol of the un­ 
leavened bread which the Jew's ate 
while fleeing from Egypt. Accord­ 
ing to traditicpi there was no time 
to wait for the bread-dough to rise.

CLBAN BLANKETS RIGHT TO 
KEEP THEM FLUFFY 
It is timo to clean blankets and 
pack away the extra ones for the 
summer, 
An oft-repeated qquestion is “How 
can the soft fluffiness of new blan­ 
kets be retained?” This is not dit 
ficult if the blankets are carefully 
cleaned, remind» Miss Julia Markle, 
home economics extension represen­ 
tative, of Lawrence county. 
The cleaning may be done satis­ 
factorily at home, or blankets may 
be sent to a reliable dry cleaner or 
laundry. When done at home, wt 
must be careful to avoid felting o* 
the wool and shrinking of the blan. 
kets. Miss Markle recommends luke­ 
warm water for both washing aho 
rinsing the blankets since both hot 
and cold water tend to shrink wool. 
She says to make a solution with 
a mild soap dissolved in hot water 
Add enough of this solution to the 
lukewarm water to make 
a 
livt 
suds in the tub. Two single or one 
double blanket washed at one time 
gives better results than if more arc 
attempted. Allow 10 minutes fo* 
each washing period. Miss Markle 
believes that two or three short pe­ 
riods with clean, suds is better than 
one longer period in the same suds 
Avoid rubbing and wringing hard 
•s this tends to shrink and felt wool,

MOUTH, NOSE AND THROAT 
I read something the other day 
about the mouth, uose and throat 
that I think should be very helpful 
in making these very, very impor­ 
tant parts of our anatomy better 
understood. 
The article compared the throau 
and mouth to a busy, bustling post 
office, and the comparison is rather 
spt. Your mouth is the main hall 
of the post office, and your nose 
is the side door, so to speak. Here 
“letters” and “parcels”, in the shape 
of food, drink, breath are sorted 
out before passing on to your sys­ 
tem. First these arUcles must pass 
the teeth, and then 
the 
tonsils 
which grow on each side of the 
throat just at the base of the tongue 
In your nose are multitudes of lit­ 
tle hairs and these act as “sorters’ 
of the air you breathe. The unde­ 
sirable parts, the organisms—we 
might call them “unstamped let­ 
ters”, are caught in these hairs and 
kept from‘getting down the throat. 
After the “sorters” have finished 
with the food, the drink and the 
air, these “parcels” are conveyed 
down the main chute, or throat, to 
the stomach and lungs, with the 
joint assistance the tongue, the sa­ 
liva and the mucuous membrane se­ 
cretions. 
Mucuous membrane is the thin, 
delicate skin that lines the throat 
and nose. 
It contains numerous 
glands that secrete a fluid which 
keeps the nose and throat moist. 
llie chute, or throat is divided 
into two tubes; the large^ tube, the 
larynx or windpipe, is the larger of 
the two and it leads to the lungs. 
It has three functions—to remain 
open for breathing; to open and 
close for breathing, to close during 
swallowing. 
Guarding the windpipe is what we 
might call the “letter-flap” to carry 
out the comparison. 
This is offi­ 
cially known as the epiglottis and its 
duty is to keep food and drink from

entertaining the wind pipe. When 
you start to swallow, the food is 
driven up against the back of the 
throat, the epiglottis slips into place 
and the food slides over it into the 
ether tube which is called the gullet 
or the oesophagus and which lies, 
at the back of the throat. Through 
this tube, the food reaches the stom­ 
ach. 
Of course, you have noticed that 
persons sometimes cough and choke 
when they swallow food or liquid. 
You probably laughed and said, 
“it’s gone down the wrong way”, and 
that’s exactly what did happen. 
For some reason, the epiglottis 
didn’t work fast enough, and some­ 
thing slipped down the windpipe. 
Usually this happens because we 
take a breath at the same time as 
we «wallow. The result is that both 
tubes are open. 
You see now what busy places the 
mouth and throat arc. 
They are 
never still, for even when we sleep, 
our breathing is being filtered of 
impurities—if we breathe through 
the nose. And some people I know 
keep them pretty busy by day for 
they always seem to be eating. 
The roof of the mouth is what di­ 
vides it from the nose. If you open 
your mouth, and look into a mirror 
you will see at the back of the 
throat a little hanging bit of flesh 


that looks like a small tongue. This 
Is the uvula, and its function is to 
prevent food or fluids from going 
up your nose when you swallow. 
Normally the air you breathe is 
warmed, moistened ami purified in 
the nose before it reaches the throat.

name among the Jewish people and 
was borne by eleven different per­ 
sons mentioned in the Old Testa­ 
ment. It is the same as Micai&h, 
both forms being short for Mica- 
jahu, which means "Who is like 
Jehovah?” 
Micah lived during the reign of 
Hezekiah, probably between 72« and 
701 B. C. His home was about 20 
miles from Jerusalem, and he lived 
and preached much of the time in 
the city. 
The time in which he lived was 
much the same as that in which 
Amos and Hose a prophesied. Men 
made their money by dishonesty, 
bribery, by lending money to poor 
people, then, when the latter could 
not pay the high rates of interest, 
by foreclosing cm their property and 
taking it away from them. "And 
they covet fields." says Micah in 
Chapter 2. Verse 2: “And take them 
by violence; and houses, and take 
them away; so they oppress a mao 
and his house, even a man and his 
heritage." 
Cast Widows From Homes 
Further on he speaks of "the 
women of my people have ye cast 
out from their pleasant houses; 
from their children have ye taken 
away my glory forever." 
In Chapter 3 it is written: "They 
build up Zion with blood, and Jerus­ 
alem with iniquity. 
“The heads thereof judge for re­ 
ward, and the priests thereof teach 
for hire, and the prophets thereof 
divine for money; yet will they lean 
upon the Lord, and say, Is not the 
Lord among us? none evil can come 
upon us,”—adding hypocrisy to their 
other sins.

last forever, Micah tokl his people, 
"But in the last days it shall come 
to pass that the mountain of the 
house of the Lord shall be estab­ 
lished in the top of the mountains, 
and it shall be exalted above the 
hill; and people shall flow unto it. 
"And many nations shall come 
and say. Come, let us go up to the 
mou tains of the Lord, and to the 
house oi the God of Jacob, and He 
will teach His ways, and we will 
walk in His paths; for the law shall 
go forth of Zion, and the word of 
the Lord from Jerusalem." 
Micah then pronounced his hope 
for peace in words which today, in 
an embattled world, we still quote 
as our hope for the future, which 
seems far off Indeed in these times. 
Micah is the first of the prophets to 
have this dream of world peace. 
"And 
He 
shall 
judge 
among 
many people, and rebuke strong 
nations afar off; and they shall beat 
their swords into plow-shares. and 
their spears into prunning-hooks; 
nation shall not lift up a sword 
against nation, neither shall they 
learn war any more. 
"But they shall sit every man un­ 
der his vine and under his fig tree; 
and none shall make them afraid; 
for the mouth of the Lord ot Hosts 
hath spoken it. 
"For all people will walk every 
one in the name of his god, and 
we will walk in the name of the 
Lord our God for ever and ever.** 
Micah prophesied the coming of 
Jesus and that He would be born 
in Bethlehem. 
"But thou, Bethlehem Ephratah, 
though thou be little among the 
thousands of Judah, yet out erf thee 
shall He come forth unto me that 
is to be ruler in Israel." 
The faults that Micah deplored 
in the citizens of Jerusalem are still 
very much in evidence in public life. 
They still threaten the stability of 
our institutions and the happiness of 
our people. Cheating, lying, bribe 
taking are not unknown in our own 
beloved land, and wars still go on. 
But we can still have hope and faith 
that in the end the words of Micah, 
presaging peace and righteousness, 
will come true.

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Nazis Develop 
New Big Bertka 


Gun With Firing Range Of 
75 Miles Perfect, Is 
Claim 


IS BEING SAVED 
FOR SPRING DRIVE

LONDON.Germany has developed 
a new secret weapon—a Big Bertha 
capable of firing high explosive 
projectiles approximately 75 miles 
—which is being held in reserve for 
the Spring, according to reports 
reaching London from Holland. 
The new giant artillery is said to 
be an improvement on the original 
Big Bertha which bombarded Paris 
in the winter of 1918 from a densely 
wooded salient more than 70 miles 
away. 
According to Netherlands reports, 
German armaments experts have 
been working 
on 
an 
improved 
weapon of the original prototype of 
World War days for many months. 
The principal difficulty, it is re­ 
ported, has been to produce a long 
range gun able to maintain its 
efficiency and durability for a long 
period of fire. 
The original Big 
Bertha had a life “expectancy” of 
only 50 to 50 shells. Then it had 
to be dismantled and an entirely 
new barrel and recoil mechanism 
mounted. 
May Be Used On England 
The reports gave rise immediately 
to speculation that Chancellor Hit­ 
ler may expect to use the big gun 
in an attempt to shell English 
channel ports in the event he is 
able to launch a successful invasion 
of Belgium. 
There were also the possibility 
that it might be brought into use 
against ammunition dumps, supply 
depots and communication centers 
far in the rear of the Maginot 
Line. 
Military, experts however, 
pointed out that the accuracy of 
such a long range gun is slight and 
that its use could prove of little 
value against any target smaller 
than a large city. 
The Netherlands report told of 
firing tests that had been conducted 
in Germany at the Krupps’ proving 
ground near Meppen-on-the Ems, 
not far from the Dutch frontier. 
This area is a barren uninhabited 
moor. While the tests were taking 
place road traffic is said to have 
been haulted in the Aschendorf and 
Rhein districts to permit a possible 
range of from 50 to 60 miles or 
more. 
No Confirmation Obtained 
As far as it has been possible to 
ascertain here, it should be point­ 
ed out, no confirmation of the re­ 
ported 
new secret 
weapon 
has 
reached authorative headquarters. 
The reports, however, recalled the 
concentration caused by the original 
World War Big Bertha when it 
opened upon Paris early on the 
morning of March 28, 1918. 
For several days while the shells 
dropped in widely separated areas 
of Paris, it was thought that a 
German plane, flying at an altitude 
so high that it could not be seen 
from the ground, was dropping 
bombs. 
Then a shell struck, and failed 
to explode. The dud was dug up 
and of course it had followed 
through the walls of a building 
gave a tell-tale clue to the angle 
of its trajectory. At first, army ex­ 
perts could hardly credit the fact 
that a shell had been fired from 
such a great distance for the out­ 
side range of the largest naval and 
coast defense guns known to exist 
was little more than 20 miles. The 
nearest point of the German lines 
to Paris was nearly 75 miles away, 
and the direction of the shell’s 
course pointed like an arrow to 
that sector. 
Shells continued to fall on Paris 
periodically until August 9, 1918. 
when the pressure of the Allies 
final victorious drive compelled the 
Germans to remove it. 
Gun Destroyed 
When the Germans retreated the 
huge concrete emplacements were 
found, but the guns had been taken 
back into Germany and destroyed. 
Even the drawings were burned 
in an attempt to keep the nature 
of the gun a secret forever. 
In the years since the World 
War. however, the secret has grad­ 
ually come to light. The gun was 
a 15.2 inch naval rifle, reconstruct­ 
ed by Professor Rausenberger of 
the Krupp works. A specially con­ 


structed inner tube had decreased 
the caliber of the gun to 8.4 inches. 
The tube extended Mo far in ad­ 
vance of the original length that 
huge steel bridge derrick had to 
be constructed overhead to lift and 
hoki the gun at a 40 degree angle 
of,elevation. 
It fired a shell weighing 384 pounds 
with a powder charge of «60 pounds. 
It's maximum range was 81 miles, 
approximate cost $1,540,000, and the 
projectile remained in the air three 
minutes from the time it was fired 
until it reached its taiget—Paris. 
Only seven of the guns were man­ 
ufactured. The first three were used 
during the 
spring 
offensive 
of 
March 1918, continuing in service 
until August. The other four were 
never used. All seven were destroyed 
before the Allies marched into Ger­ 
many after the Armistice of Novem­ 
ber 11. —BUT IN NEW CASTLE—

Air Line Load Double 
I have not particular love for the 
railroads, but I hate to see a 20 
billion-dollar industry die; I have to 
i ee a million-dollar-a-day taxpayer 
sandbagged; I hate to see an em­ 
ployer of a million men hog-tied. 
But that is exactly what is hap­ 
pening every minute. 
In the last 
two years, the air lines more than 
doubled their passenger load. Their 
rates are dropping steadily—now are 
on even terms with Pullman rates 
cn many a jump. Like the rail­ 
roads, they are soon to segregate 
their mail, express and passenger 
business. A year or two more an<! 
we will see freight trains of the air 
This is the subrosa idea for using 
the thousands of military airplanes 
which, after the European war, wil 
be availbale for commercial# pur­ 
poses. 
The planes are great time-savers 
Their safety record gets better every 
year—actually beat the railroads in 
1939. They are clean and comfort­ 
able; give wonderful service; every 
passenger is a king. The railroads 
have improved in this respect, but 
are still far behind the air lines. 
They need new blood, younger per­ 
sonnel, men trained in public rela­ 
tions. Instead of disagreeable ticket 
agents, cold and impersonal train 
crews, they need employees who like 
making passengers and shippers 
comfortable and happy. The color­ 
ed porters come closer to filling the 
bill than the high-paid conductors! 
More Streamliners Needed 
The roads must put on more 
stream-lined equipment—not on 
few runs—but on many runs. Pull­ 
man rates must be slashed drastic­ 
ally, perhaps eventually eliminated. 
Running time must be continually 
speeded up. Duplicate runs must be 
stopped—trains pooled, branch lines 
eliminated. Freight rates must* be 
flexible—quick to drop when com­ 
petition threatens. Differentials in 
the south must be wiped out. Trucks 
cannot possibly haul heavy freight 
as cheaply and efficiently as the 
railroads if the carriers really want 
to compete. 
Chief difficulties of the railroads 
are fourfold: <1) I. c . C. regulation. 
<2) Top-heavy capitalization. 
(3> 
Job-holding managements. (4) Un­ 
fair labor unions. Of these, No. 2 
seems most urgent. Thirty per cent 
of the nation’s mileage is in receiv­ 
ership—some of it has been there 
for nearly ten years. 
Thirty per 
cent more has been only one jump 
ahead of the sheriff for a similar 
length of time. A railroad in re­ 
ceivership is not my idea of sales 
appeal nor good advertising, either 
for freight or passengers. Certainly 
it does not help the bondholder nor 
the stockholder. 
Receivership Racket 
Receiverships do, of course, pro­ 
vide big fat salaries for lawyers, 
insiders and receivers. 
The^latter 
actually have more power in run­ 
ning a ro|d in receivership than the 
president of the road and board of 
directors had when' the road was 
solvent. 
These fellows stall and 
connive to prevent reorganization. 
When a railroad comes out of re­ 
ceivership they naturally lose their 
jobs. 
Final plans were just an­ 
nounced, for instance, for the Min­ 
neapolis & St. Louis which had been 
in receivership since 1923—nearly 
20 years. 
Under such circumstances, secur- 
ity-holders lose hope that their road 
will ever be reorganized. 
Hence, 
they sell their defaulted securities 
at enormous losses—far below their 
intrinsic value. Meanwhile; the re­ 
ceivers, lawyers, bondholders’ com­ 
mittees, all suck the blood out of 
the road. 
Solvent, but sick, roads 
are in the same boat. 
They try 
desperately to keep out of receiver­ 
ship. They are forced to scrimp and 
cut comers to meet their bond in­ 
terest. Their locomotives and cars 
wear out. 
They cannot afford to 
buy new equipment, to cut rates, to 
meet competition. 
Wholesale Reorganization Needed 
The best thing in the world for 
the railroads—and that means for 
every honest person connected with 
them—would be a sane, wholesale 
reorganization plan as proposed in 
the Wheeler-Lea Mil. No securities 
need to be junked. 
Junior bonds 
could be put on an income basis. 
Preferred and common stocks need 
not be wiped out. They could buy 
new equipment right and left. They 
would provide thousands of new 
jobs in car shops, textile mills, steel 
foundries, ore mines, lumber camps. 
And they would keep on paying 
taxes! Of course, problem No. 1 
Regulation—must be attacked at 
the same time. Hie carriers must 
be given more freedom to run their 
business as they think wise. Once, 
when the railroads had a monopoly 
on transportation, I. C. C. regula 
tions were necessary. Today, how­ 
ever, with airplane, bus and truck 
competition, many of the I. C. C. 
regulations are harming both the 
public and the shippers. 
If the roads win their battle, their 
employees 
and 
bondholders—per­ 
haps even stockholders—may win 
As it is now. they are a cinch to 
lose. If the Wheeler-Lea bill is not 
just right, government, manage­ 
ment. labor and security-holders 
should be able to find some other 
working arrangement which could 
solve the problem. 
Certainly, we 
ought not to sit by and see all con­ 
nected with the railroads—worker, 
tax collector, investor—get an un- 
recessdy licking! 
The time has 
come when the Golden Rule should 
be applied to all interests. Discrim­ 
ination is a cardinal sin!

The effects, he said, are crooked 
teeth that enable an obtenant den­ 
tist to turn Sherlock Holmes and 
tell whether the subject Is right 
or left handed, whether he was a 
thumb-sucker, elbow-leaner, or ton­ 
gue thruster in infancy, and, pos- 


sibly, just what mental hazards the 
subject had to overcome as a child. 
The hazards are the cause, Dr. 
Teuscher said. 
*‘A baby who sucks his thumb." 
he expained, "has failed to grow at 
the rate it should 
In its natural 
effort to increase its experiences, it 
turns to the pleasant occupation of 
thumb sucking. A primary cause is 
insufficient feeding at the breast 
One of the first two methods of 
treatment is to provide new outlets 
for energy, new experiences that will 
engage its attention. 
Nail biters are children whose 
mental tension has been artificially 
increased by movies and radio pro­ 
grams that are over-exciting, he 
.said. 
And lip biters, he contended, are 
the products of domineering par­ 
ents who repress their children to 
the point of frustration. 
Dr. Teuscher concluded that the 
cure for thumb sucking and related 


habits was not mechanical or med­ 
icinal devices to make the thumb 
unpleasant or inaccessable, but ed­ 
ucation of parents so that they will 
know how to counteract or correct 
conditions that induce nervousness 
in children.

completion of the addition facing 
Park avenue, the opposite side will 
be started and the space of the 
basement will be used by the differ­ 
ent societies of the church. 
The Purification of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary church was founded on 
July 4, 1916. the first pastor being 
Rev. Salvatore Marino, now pastor 
at Akron. O. 
On August 1, 1929. 
the present pastor, Rev. Vincent 
Galliano, succeeded Rev. Marino. 
Since September 17, 1936, the Sis­ 
ters of St. Francis, Millvale, have 
taken charge of the religious work 
of the congregation and of the vari­ 
ous women’s organizations of the 
church.

Louis’ handlers are eager for the 
champion to meet the younger Baer 
at the University of Michigan stad­ 
ium, at Ann Arbor, in the event 
he decisively beats Nathan Mann on 
May 3. They had better think twice 
before stating any such match. 
It so happens that Louis knocked 
Mann out in a couple of punches 
a couple of years ago, and there­ 


fore, Buddy Baer can gain little 
prestige by duplicating the feat. 
Buddy Not Ready 
But aside from and beyond all 
that. Buddy is even more poorly 
equipped emotionally than his big 
brother Max to go into important 
engagements.
